warmest reciprocation. And that was to be 
expected because Calgary is a generous 
and cordial city with a wealth of friend- 
ship for all its neighbors. 

These overtures to Calgary were well 
conceived because it is important that 
friendly relations prevail between the two 
largest centres in the province. Each is in- 
valuable to the other and they are linked 
in many ways, such as in having a com- 
mon stake in the great oil deposits of Al- 
berta. 


Such tokens of friendship and respect 
are important at this time because some 
slight acrimony has crept into the rivalry 
between the two cities. And we confess 
that we might have had some small infin- 
ence in arousing that acrimony. 

We do not confess this as a fault but 
as a deliberate policy. It was adopted by 
The Edmonton Bulletin for the simple 
reason that, before Edmonton's sudden 
growth. and prosperity increased local 
pride and faith in this city, too many Ed- 
monton people were developing an inferior- 
ity complex towards Calgary.

We do not minimize our own in 
and affection for Edmonton we 
admit, as we have admitted, that Calgary 
is a splendid city of splendid people, out- 
standing amohg Canadian cities for enter- 
prise and cordiality. 


Gas Delay Is Robbing Alberta 


The delay in granting applications to 
export gas out of Alberta threatens to rob 
this province of a valuable source of rev- 
enue. And since revenues from gas are ap- 
plied to oil exploration, it threatens to 
militate agonst ‘the discovery and develop- 
ment of new oil fieids here. 

The machinery for authorizing the ex- 
port of natural gas from Alberta is com- 
plicated. 

First the Petroleum and Natural Gas 
Conservation Board must give a favorable 
decision. Then the provincial cabinet must 
decide if sufficient reserves exist to justify 
export. Then the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners must hear epplications for 

ter-provincia] or international pipeline 
construction. Finally the federal cabinet 


Will probably have to approve licences for 
export. 
Al this is bad enough. But the pro- 


posals to export Alberta gas are bogging 
down at the very first step. 


Even though it has been established 
that Alberta's domestic gas supply is 
secure for the next 50 or 100 years, hear- 
ings of two applications by the Conserva- 
tion Board have been dragging on since 
January and three more applications have 
yet to be heard. 

Meanwhile Texas gas interests are 
moving heaven and earth to get into toe 
Canadian and American Pacific Coast 
market before Alberta companies can get 
there. 

If they succeed, the tremendous export 
value of Alberta gas will be lost. 

This is surely e time for the provincial 
government to take steps to expedite these 
hearings, to cut out some of the red tape 
and to establish an industry that will be 
worth millions to the province and to the 
government. 

Alberta must move quickly if Alberta 
is not to be robbed. 


AMA Patrolmen Gain Authority 


The decision to apply to the attorney- 

eral for status as special constables for 
Alberta Motor Association highway patrol- 
men is based on sound reasoning and 
should be welcome to the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

These patrolmen have given excellent 
@ervice in past years and there is no re- 
corded instance where they have exceeded 
or abused their authority. 

There is nothing to show that they are 
not on the best of terms with the Roya’ 
Canadian Mounted Police and are willing 
and im a position to co-operate with that 
body on all occasions. 


The difficulty of patrolling a tremen- 
dous area like this province with the idea 
of preventing traffic infractions and 

driving is very greet. 

Therefore the assistance of these patrel- 
men in enforcing the law, in the interests 
of all motorists, should be wermly accepted 
by all law enforcement bodies. 

The AMA is a responsible and respected 
organization. Its employes are reputable 
and capable. 

There is no reason why the authority 

nght for them should not be in the in- 
terests of traffic safety in every part of 
the province.

Y-CROSS RANCH, High River, 
Alta—We are spending the next 
three or four days inhaling the 
atmosphere of the old west and 
Td like to give you an idea of its 
taste. 

People who live as we nor 
mally do, so close to the neigh- 
bors that gossip may be ex- 
changed from one kitchen win- 
dow to another, are bound to 
have @ little trouble getting used 
to a spreed like Joe Bews’ Y- 
Cross Ranch. 

Joe has five thousand acres 
here across the rolling green 
foothills of the Rockies, a per- 
fect wedding of mountain and 
prairie, It's beautiful country. 
I now go on record that if I 
had to live away from the ocean 
this would be the choice. 

Whenever Joe speaks of the 
ranch he invariably calls it “our 
littie place.” We dudes from 
town can't forget that it's the 
size of a substantial city suburb, 
@ good afternoon's hike from 
one fence border to the other. 


Mountains 


In the Yard 


The “yard” includes a river, 
a creek and several smal] moun- 
tains including Whisky Ridge, 
mamed for the early .. distiller 
who used to brew his particular 
Poison in a small cabin there 
and haul it by oxen team to the 
thirsty pioneers of Calgary. 

Joe's ranch is built in a hol- 
low (“build low down,” the 
ranchers say, “and walk up for 
the view”) and in the triangle 
where the Highwood river boil- 
ing down from the mountains 
through steep-walled canyons, 
is joined by Sullivan's Creek. 

About 330 head of fine white 
faced Hereford cattle — 100 odd 
cows, 90 calves, 70 yearlings and 
70 two-year-olds graze in the 
short grass over this scalloped 
landscape. To Joe Bews' eyes 
they're always a sight that brings 


pleasure. 

Yesterday Joe took us for a 
drive in his ‘47 Chev., turning 
off the dirt road and bouncing 


across the open terrain. as casu- 
ally as if it were a four jane 
superhighway. 


Over Open 
Prairie 

We came to the crest of a 
hill and he brought the car to 
a halt. A long slope of grass 
fell away, bright with the bloom 
of Indian paint brush and flame- 
colored tiger lilies, into a copse 
of cool green poplars. To the 
south and north there were neat 
squares of Brome grass and 
Timothy, a darker, richer green 
than the natural landscape. Over 
the Rockies navy blue storm 


clouds were piling up in the high 
summer sky. 

Joe's eyes were not on this 
spectacular and strangely rest- 
ful vista. He was jooking down 
into a clearing where some of 
his Herefords stood gazing up 
at us with that bland, arrogant 
stare that seems peculiar to range 
cattle. 

Joe is not a man who apeaks 
easily of inner thoughts. Indeed, 
earlier. I'd sensed that he was 
a little embarrassed at our 
breathless reaction to the view. 
But now I was surprised to hear 
him putting his reflections into 


words. 
“T'd rather look at a cow than 
anything else I know,” Joe said. 


“A nice bunch of cattle like 
that short coupled and nice and 
thick, or a fine bunch of fat 
steers—it's . . . it's lovely!”

We sat looking et all these 
tenderloin steaks on the hoof.

lars, aliticipating the storm. 

I noticed that the Y-Cross brand 
was raw over the ribs ‘on the 
new calves and Joe said they'd 
been branded only a few days 
ago. 

At branding time each ranch 
plays host to the neighbors 
(“neighbors” meaning anyone 
who lives three to 30 miles 
away) and after the work is 
done there's beer or a barbecue. 

The night before our arrival, 
in fact, there was a branding 
bee at Bert Sheppard's adjoin- 
ing TL Ranch. The men brand- 
ed, dehorned and vaccinated 90 
bawling calves in a little over 
half an hour. Then everyone 
square-danced in Sheppard's new 
barn until all hours. 

One man, who lives across 
the Highwood found the stream 
too high for his horse, tied his 
clothes on his head and swam 
across. 

Not all of this land is owned 
outright by the Y-Cross. More 
than 3,500 acres of it is grazing 
land leased from the govern- 
ment, for which Joe pays $510 a 
year. Even so, his two sections 
of 1,280 acres, at present prices, 
are worth more than $100,000.

However, a new 
Set of aerial maps for the whole of 
Canada would be so expensive a 
job that the department is weigh- 
ing all factors before deciding ‘to 
make a change. 

One difficulty with existing maps 
is that a jet pilot travels at such 
high altitudes and high speeds 
that he runs off iie map before 
he can fix on a landmark.

First Riders 
From Banff 


Hit Trail 
On July 14 


They say that the best thing for the inside of a man is 


the outside of a horse. ‘Sale 

And no one knows it better than 
the Trail Riders of the Canadian 
Rockies, who this year will con- 
@uct their 27th annual rides over 
trails that in some areas extend 
far above the timberline. 

Two five-day rides are scheduled 
for the current season, the first for 
July 14-18 and the second July 21- 
25. The second ride will be climax- 
ed by the annual grand pow-wow 
on the grounds of Banff Springs 
Hotel 

Dude riders of both sexes, from 
all over Canada and the United 
States, young and old, good riders) 
and bad riders, will be included in 
the colorful cavalcade, From the 
vantage point of a western saddle 
secured firmly to the back of a 
sure-footed cayuse, they will be 
treated to a majestic panorama of 
scenery inaccessible by means 
other than horseback. 

Leaving Banff by bus, and pro- 
ceeding via Canmore, the riders 
will mount their horses at a point 
near Spray Lake, riding thince to 
their base camp some 12 miles 
| South along the Spray River. Each 
morning they will set out on new 
trails, lunch by the trailside, and 
return to camp at nightfall for 
supper, aingsong and campfire en- 
tertainment. 


65 EXPECTED 

Approximately 65 to 70 dudes are 
expected to participate in each of 
| the 1950 saddle sorties, many being 
| Members of long years’ standing 
and varying in age from the ety 
teens to the middle seventies. As 
many are riders of only mediocre 
wbility, an average day's ride sel- 
dom exceeds 15 miles 

In addition to the dudes, there 
| will be a large contingent of ‘cow- 
boys, wranglers and guides who 
handle the heavily laden * pack 
train and assist in setting up the 
picturesque village of teepees, fab- 
ricated and decorated by Stony In- 


dians, and the big assembly tent. 
Most colorful member of the 
pack train is the “egg horse” 


| which totes the camp's entire sup- 
ply of the commodity over the 
} rugged trails into camp. To qualify 
|for this position of honor, the egg

horse must be the most gentle and 
conscientious member of the pack. 
According to Claude B. Brewster of 
Banff, the ‘Trail Riders’ outfitter, 
breakage is negligible. 
EVERYTHING READY 

Well in advance of the dudes’ ar- 
rival the camp is in conypleté read- 
iness. Outside esch tepee are 
stacked neat piles of wood for 
tepee fires, a liberal supply of 
spruce boughs for weary riders to 
use as ballast beneath their sleep- 
ing bags, a well stocked “water 
shelf” for shaving and daily ablu- 
tions, a completely equipped cook 
tent and tempting larder and self 
service Cining marquee, 

OPEN TO ALL 

Founded in 1924 the Trail Riders 
have their own constitution, hold 
annual election of officers, and co- 
operate with the national parks in 
opening new trails and improving 
those already in use 

Each year the office of president 
alternates between a Canadian and 
an American Trail Rider. This 
year’s president is Fern P. Brew- 
ster of Banff, daughter of the late 
J. I, “Jim” Brewster who played a 
major role in the order's develop- 
ment. 

Trail Riders are issued buttons 
to their accumulated 
mileage. These range from the 
bronze butt for 50 miles to the 
enamel-faced button for 2,500 miles 
and upwards 

One of the most attractive fea- 
tures of the organization is that 
anyone can join, “Membership,” ac- 
cording to the constitution, “is open 
to all, regardless of race, creed, 
color or profession.”
